The NovMuber grand jury made a 
partial report to the court at its ses- 
sion Friday and was adjourned until 
next Friday. The report stated that 
seventeen true bills had been found 
against various offenders.

BOURBON TOBACCO WAREHOUsI 
TO OPEN BEAtOM DEC. 5. 

Officials of the Bourbon Tobacco 
Warehouse are making extensive 
preparations looking to the reopening 
of the loose leaf tobacco market in 
this city on Saturday, December 5. 
The house will be open on Monday, 
Dec. 1. for the reception of tobacco 
destined for the market sales. A 
large amount of valuable floor space 
has been provided for by an addi- 
tion, which was erected last year. In- 
stead of having three sales w^^J* as* 
was the custom laat year, tlie market' 
will open dally. 

Weather conditions have been veryi 
favorable for affording an excellent 
season for stripping tobacco, w^ith the 
result^that the growers of the county 
are rushing the work of preparing the 
weed for the market. A large num- 
ber of crops will be consigned to the 
local warehouse, and all indications 
point to a most successful opening on 
December 5. 

Only a few crops in the county 
have been sold, although speculators 
are beginning to feel the pulse of the 
markc\t. Orowejis seem incVined to 
wait until the opening of the loose 
leal market i^ this and adjoining 
cities. The quality of the crop in 
this county, according to competent 
judges, is excellent, and no doub 
Tecord-breakihg prices will prevail on 
the open market. 

Buyers who have made a canvass 
in an effort to secure tobacco, report 
that the growers are very enthusi- 
astic over the prospects for the 1914*

' — The probrat^Ad meeting at the 
Chr^rtian Ghvreh raaimed in 100 wA- 
dition^/^lUs was one of tbe most in- 
tera(^M|■|H|lng8 ever held here and 
in Che wHMr of additions was prob- 
ably the largest held in 50 or 60 years. 
Elder John Christopherson, who held 
the meeting, is one of the most elo- 
quent preachers in the Christian 
Church. There had been no protract- 
ed meeting here for three years and 
the harvest was ripe. One of the 
most remarkable things about the 
meeting was the Ixrge number of 
adults and older people who joined. 
There were only three under 14 
yliars of a^e: 18 under 1%; 57 over 
21; 30 over lO; 20 over 50; 11 over 
60; 7 over 70 yeara. Seven were bap- 
tized Wednesday morning. Nov. 11, 
whose ages averaged over 70 years. 
There were 55 confessions — 21 from 
other Christian Churches, 18 from 
the Methodist, 3 from ., the Baptist, 2 
from- Hie Presbsrterian, and 1 restor- 
ed: 

There were 50 men anl boys, and 
50 women and girls; 3!< men and 
boy«, and 27 women and girls were 
baptized — total 66, including 11 mar- 
ried couples.

What Is Known as French Dressing 
Is Perhaps the Most Popular— » 
Economy in Propfuring Quan- 
tity «t a Tlmej^ 

Tomatoes, lettuce and cucambers, 

apples and celery, asparagus, string 
beans and radishes — all the range of 
fruits and vegetables — combine in 
salads in such endless variety that 
the only law of comhiAation lies in 
individual taste. Dressings, too, vary, 
but in them rule must be more nearly 
followed. These three recipes for 
salad dressing are given by Miss Cora 
E. Blnzel, instruetor in home eeono- 
mics. University^ of Wiscooittl exten- 
sion division: 

French Dressing. — One tablespoon- 
ful vinegar, one-quarter teaspoonful 
onion juice, three tablesiJboBfahi olire 
oil, one-eighth teaspoonful pepper, 
one-quarter teaspoonful salt. Add salt, 
pepper and onion juice to vinegar. 
Then add the olive oil, beating until 
thick and well blended. Use a cold 
bowl and cold ingredients. The In- j 
gredients may be put into a wide- i 
mouthed bottle, corked and shaken | 
until an emulsion is formed. Jhe | 
dressing may be mixed and Mt in tb» 
icebox until chilled; th» oil and vine- 
gar will separate on standing and re- j 
quire further beating. Following the 
correct proportions French dressing 
may be made in large amounts^, kept 
in a bottle in the icebox and shaken 
before using. 

Sour Cream Dressing. — One-half pint 
sour cream, two tablespoonfuls lemon 
juice, one tablespoonful sugar, one 
teaspoonful salt, one-quarter teaspoon- 
ful pepper, one teaspoonful mustard. 
Beat the cream until it is light and 
thick; add the other ingredients. 
Sweet cream may be substituted. 

Cream Salad Dressing. — ^Ten egg 
yolks, one-half cupful butter, one tea- 
spoonful salt, one tablespoonful mus- 
tard, one-quarter teaspoonful pepper, 
one teaspooi\ful sugar, juice of two 
lemona or one-quarter cupful vinegar. 
Melt the butter, cool it, and when 
tone cream it Add the beaten yolks 
mixed with seasonings. Cook over 
watei until thick, stirring constantly, 
y Remove from fire, add lemon juice, 
ana mix with whipped cream as It is 
used 

The housewife should plan to pre- 
pare a quantity of dressing at a lime, 
keepmg it in the icebox, and add 
sweet or soar cream as it is used. 
Preparing some foods in quantity is 
economy oi time, fuel and energy.

One can salmon, one-half table- 
spoonful salt one-half tablespoonful 
sugar, one-half tablespoonful flour, 

one teaspoonful mustard, few grains 
cayenne, yolks of two eggs, one and 
one-half tablespoonfuls melted butter, 
three-lourths cupful milk, one-fourth 
cupiul vinegar, three-fourths table- 
ppocntul granulated r -'atin, two ta- 
blespoonfuls cold water.

The correspondent made the trip 
out to the waters where tike mine 
sweepers were at work In a "sort of 
lumbering old washing tub fitted with 
a consumptive little motor and 
manned by a listless Norwegian and 
his small son, who ts bo|h Okgineer 
and navigating officer. 

"It is a dreary business," the corre- 
spondent continues. "The sea has a 
nasty pitch to it and we flop Sicken- 
ingly over heavy, oily waves and say 
never a word, but squat all hijmped 
and sullen behind the tin splaohboard 
of the stinking, sputtering motor. 

"We swing round by Fano's sandy 
and deserted promontory, where the 
famous golf links lie, and after hours 
of far niente anything but 'dolce,' we 
meet the homeward bound mine 
sweepers — huge, flat-bottomed fishing 
ships built with great heaviness 
against the sudden rages of temper 
this North sea flies- into without warn- 
ing, and rigged very strangely with 
sails brown and white and patched 
everywhere like the hinder part^^ of 
ancient Dutch trousers. . . . These 
lumbering arks, with their shallow 
draft, are Immune from mines, so 
they can 'fish' for them as though 
they were no more harmful than 
mackerel. Tlipy hunt in couples, 
tethered like grayhounds. The leash 
is a long ateel wire tethering ship 
to ship and sunk to a certain dis- 
tance. So, very simply, and fairly 
safely, is this mine an'-rlini; done, 
and when th > mine is hooked there is 
a performriHce something akin to the 
sudden blowing of a harpooned 
cachalot ... - and that's all. 

"We steered our tub well out of 
range of the groping hawser, hailed 
the SAglers (sitting humped and nod- 
"Hiing over their sport for all the 
world like Broadland bream rodsmen), 
and heard from them that they had 
toiled all day over a cunningly charted 
course and had caught nothhMU The 
total bag was 17. 

*'We turned the squat nose of our 
washing tub and coughed home wear- 
ily to Fano, having raised a quaint 
corner of the curtain in this bewilder- 
ing theater of war — men fishing for 
certain death with the nonchalance 
of eel dibbers and smoking. and drows- 
ing at their work?**

Lord Roberts, lovingly known as 
"Bobs," said by Emperor William, of 
Germany, to be "the greatest soldier 
of modern times," died in France. Sat- 
urday, where he had been TtiitiBg the 
Indian troops of the- British army 
cOTps. His dieath was d»a te pneu- 
monia. 

The news of Lord Roberts death 
was receivbd by telegraph from Field 
Marshall Sir John French. 

Lord Roberts wad born in 1832 in 
Cawnpore, India. It was in the Indian 
service that the gallant and efficient 
Irish soldier achieved his first and 
lasting fame. It was in South AfHca 
in his later years that this was sup- 
plemented and magnified by his 
achievements in Great Britain's vic- 
torious campaign against Boers. 

But it was as Field Marshal and 
ESarl that Lord Roberts fonnaUy 
known, it was as "Bobs'* that the men 
of the ranks knew him. loved him 
and greeted him. In their estimation 
and that of the admiring public no 
name conld fit film better than this 
diminutive of his family name and the 
word meaning "hero" in Hindu. 

Showered as he was with honors 
and titles by his own country, it was 
not by that nation alone that his mil- 
itary abilities were appreciated. 

"The greatest soldier of his time," 
were the words used by Emperor Wil- 
liam, of Germany, in paying tribute 
to him.
